, Mr May was engaged with a somewhat 
important case, which was remanded-from 
yesterday, and to-day committed for ‘trial. 
A boatman named Shek Asee was charged 
by P. C. Jeremiah Foley with having at- 
tempted to murder an old man of soventy- 
four years of age, by throwing him out of a 
boat in the harbor on the night’of the 11th. 
The facts are these:—Mab-4tuk-inah, the 
uld man in question, plies for hire alone in 
a small tanka ‘boat, and he-was dving 50 on 
the night referred to, when he was hailed 
from a junk’at ‘anchor off the Saying- 
poon. shore, Prisoner, -whom the old 
man had. never. seen before, engaged the 
old man and ‘his~ boat to-go ta Sow- 
kewan;-.and-- went: into the «little -craft.

It is not our intention in this article to : 


discuss the. ethics -of Opium. Physical 
craving after stimulant on the part of a 
people dwelling in -malarious plains and 
lacking in a remarkable:degree the means 
of healthy bodily and mental excitement 
has Jed to’ the extensive use of an exhili- 
rating drug which certainly ministers to « 
natural desire and probably alleviates wide- 
spread suffering, The deleterious habit of 


excessive indulgence which Opium-smokin:; - 
generally induces, will ‘perhaps be more ! 


effectually combated by ‘efforta to promote 
the gradual elevation of the national morale, 
than by the repressivé action of authority, 
or passionate denunciations from the pulpit.
